JUAREZ RACING IS FORMFUL. 



First Choices Account for Four Purses — Another 
Gain in Ranks of Bookmakers. 




American breeders of thoroughbred horse.s have no reason to view the yearling sales of 1911 with any 
Measure <»f pride or satisfaction. The shrinkage in nicing was more than reflected in the totally Inadequate 
prices received at the various public sak‘s. An index to the situation is the fact tluit but eleven yearlings 
st)ld for .'fljxm m* more, something quite remarkable in contrast with the returns of but a few jears back 
and hardly justified by the facts of the situation. A filly brought the highest price when Col. E. F. Clay’s 
bl.ick or brown filly, by Star Shoot — Breakwater, was sold to Henry McDaniel on his bid of $2,100. Last 
year forty yearlings s«dd for over $1,000, This year yearlings were sold at public auction, as compared 
with 550 last year, (K)l in ll>09 and 74.5 in UM)S, The .‘R>0 yearlings of this year brought an aggregate of 
$S7.9.57 and an average of a fraction c»ver $2:io. The comparative figures of 1910 were $179,0,*{5 and $525 
n siK'ctively. It is reasonable to l»elleve that IkmI ris k has Ihh'ii r<*ached in the way of low' prices and im- 
irrvement can Ik* exp<*eted next year. There is still gtanl nioiH*y to la? w*>n in .\merican racing and the 
ilMH’oughbred is worth more money than brwders received this .vear.

This year, for the first time since 1905. in which 
season he was the victim of an accident, IHniiiy 
Maher, the noted American jo<*key, has failed to 
a«*liieve the distinction of leading the jockeys of the 
English turf in the imiiortiiint item of winning i>ei- 
eentage.
